The next stop was the Jim Bongetta 
ranch, where the practices in soil con- 
servation as carried out in the “run- 
off plots” were explained and the ad- 
vantages shown. 

A new type of orchard irrigation and 
the permanent cover crop at the R. G. 
Risser ranch were of special interest 
and the party continued to the Alfred 
Thiele ranch, for an inspection of the 
benefits of strip cropping, and to the 
Car] Leite ranch, for an inspection of 
the benefits of basin lister work. 

In addition to Mr. Paxon and Mr. 
Lilley, Carl Thompson, conservationist, 
Austin Warrenton, agronomist; Joe 
Polifka, engineer; and Henry Fox, soils 
expert, were speakers at the various 
plots visited, explaining the purposes 
of the practices which had been in- 
augurated and shoying the results ob- 
tained in conserving and upbuilding 
the soil.
